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To  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Peni3tone  Rural  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
health  services  of  the  Penis tone  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1952. 

Medical  Off icers  of  Health  have  again  been  requested  to 
prepare  their  Annual  Reports  on  similar  lines  to  that  of  previous 
years,  except  for  probably  some  particular  information  which  only 
affects  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  County  Councils  and  County 
Borough  Councils. 

I  am  including  once  again  in  this  report  a  section  dealing 
with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances,  which  is  an  excellent  pen  picture  of  the 
work  of  Mr.  Owen's  Department  during  the  year,  and  which  part  of  the 
report  was  prepared  by  him.  In  another  part  of  this  report  I  am 
including  some  statistics  which  should  have  an  interest  value  to  you  as 
a  Council.  They  deal  with  the  working  of  the  Local  Health  Authority' s 
service  within  your  area,  and  indicate  briefly  the  nature  of  the  work  done 
by  Health  Visitors,  Home  Nurses,  Midwives,  Domestic  Helps  etc. 

Let  us  glance  at  the  statistics  for  a  moment,  and 
see  how  they  compare  with  the  Country  generally.  The  Birth  Rate  of 
12.90  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  lower  than  that  of  last  year,  and 
lower  than  the  figure  of  15.3  for  England  and  Wales.  The  Death  Rate  of 
9.67  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  very  slightly  lower  than  that  for  last 
year,  whilst  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  11.3  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  corrected  Birth  Rate  for  the  Penis  tone  Rural  District, 
by  application  of  the  areal  comparability  factor  provided  by  the  Registrar 
General  is  13.93,  whilst  the  corrected  Death  Rate  is  10.15.  The  Still 
Birth  Rate,  at  0.35,  is  on  a  par  with  that  for  1951,  And  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  is  18.5,  as  against  a  figure  of  25.6  for  1951.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  compares  very  favourably  with  that  for  England 
and  Y/ales,  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the  Country  generally. 

One  can  say,  therefore,  that  even  with  a  lower  Birth  Rate,  which  is  fairly 
general  throughout  the  Country,  the  Vital  Statistics  are  reasonably  good,  and 
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indicate  a  fairly  satisfactory  standard  of  health  throughout  the 
district. 

Measles  was  by  far  the  predominant  Infectious  Disease 
experienced  in  the  District  during  the  year,  when  202  cases  were 
notified.  There  was  not  any  other  outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease 
which  called  for  conment,  except  probably  the  very  small 
circumscribed  outbreak  of  suspected  Pood  Poisoning,  involving  41  cases, 
which  I  have  commented  upon  in  more  detail  later  in  this  report. 

One  of  the  important  matters  in  a  Rural  District  such  as 
Penis  tone  Rural  District  is  \*/ater  supply,  Whilst  we  agree  that  it  is 
sometimes  very  difficult  to  provide  a  piped  supply  of  water  to  every 
house,  in  your  district  you  have  reason  for  satisfaction  in  that  over 
89$  of  the  houses  are  supplied  from  a  main  supply.  The  remaining  ltyo  or 
so  derive  their  supplies  from  wells  privately  owned.  Whilst  the  supply 
in  these  wells  has  not  been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  we 
have  no  reason  to  believe  that  they  are  other  than  satisfactory.  Within 
the  near  future  it  is  hoped  to  extend  the  water  supplies  to  cover  the 
built  up  areas  at  Carlecotes,  and  to  improve  the  existing  supply  at 
Crow  Edge.  Each  year  we  continue  to  extend  the  supplies  wherever 
possible,  and  to  improve  existing  supplies. 

Another  important  matter  in  a  Rural  District  is  the  scheme 
for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal!  Like  water  supplies,  sewage 
disposal  is  not  an  easy  problem  in  a  Rural  District  such  as  Penistone, 
but  again  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  over  71$  of  the  total  number 
of  houses  are  connected  to  a  main  sewer.  The  remaining  houses  are 
dealt  with  by  private  arrangements  such  as  the  provision  of  Septic 
Tanks,  Cesspools ,  or  drainage  to  land.  It  is  unfortunate  that  such 
groups  of  houses  as  the  23  at  Carlecotes,  43  at  Crow  Edge,  and  a  lesser 
number  at  Ingbirchworth,  High  Hoyland,  Oxspring  and  Thurgoland  are 
not  yet  connected  to  public  sewers.  A  scheme  for  providing  a  sewer 
for  the  Village  of  Ingbirchworth  has  been  approved  in  principle,  but 
Government  permission  to  carry  out  the  work  has  been  deferred.  It  is 
contemplated  that  improvements  and  extensions  in  various  parts  of  the 
district,  e.g.  Cawthorne,  Dunford,  Ingbirchworth  and  Thurgoland,  will 
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be  put  into  effect  in  the  near  future. 

Once  again  I  wish  to  put  on  record  by  grateful  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
helpful  encouragement  during  the  year.  To  the  Clerk,  the  Deputy  Clerk 
and  other  officials  I  wish  to  extend  thanks  for  their  helpful 
co-operation  in  my  work  and  in  the  work  of  the  Department.  I  wish  to 
pay  particular  tribute  to  my  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Owen,  for 
his  loyal  support  and  help  during  the  year.

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SCARLET  FEVER. 

During  the  year  8  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified, 
one  less  than  in  1951#  Of  these,  two  cases  were  unconfirmed,  leaving 
a  net  total  of  6  positive  cases.  The  character  of  the  disease 
continues  to  be  mild. 

DIPHTHERIA. 


One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified,  the  first  case  to  be 
notified  far  the  past  six  years.  The  patient  was  removed  to  Hospital 
and,  I  am  informed,  has  made  an  uneventful  recovery. 

A  very  detailed  epidemiological  investigation  was  made  in 
this  case,  in  the  hope  that  the  source  of  infection  might  be  found. 

All  children  in  School  who  had  been  close  contacts  of  the  patient  were 
examined  and  swabbed,  but  each  one  proved  negative.  Unfortunately,  the 
whole  investigation  produced  no  helpful  information. 

One  thing  which  was  noticed,  however,  was  that  there  was  a 
slight  increase  in  the  number  of  children  being  presented  for 
immunisation,  both  at  School  and  at  the  Clinic.  The  patient  had  not 
previously  been  immunised. 

Unfortunately,  there  is  still  an  atmosphere  of  complacency 
abroad,  and  it  would  appear  that  we  are  again  experiencing  a  difficulty 
in  getting  parents  and  guardians  of  young  children  to  become 
"immunisation  conscious".  It  is  a  pity  that  it  takes  the  presence 
of  the  disease  in  the  district  to  stimulate  the  desire  far  immunisation, 
but  our  propaganda  efforts  are  still  being  pursued  actively,  and  we 
trust  that  the  results  will  become  more  encouraging. 

During  the  year,  59  children  under  the  age  of  5>  and  11 
children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15  were  immunised.  In  addition 
59  children  were  given  a  reinforcing  dose  of  the  antigen  on  entering 

School. 

MEASLES. 

208  cases  of  Measles  were  notified.  No  part  of  the  district 
escaped  the  incidence,  which  was  the  highest  for  some  years.  The  attack 
started  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  reaching  its  peak  at  the  end  of 
the  first  quarter;  thereafter  there  was  a  gradual  decline,  only  4  cases 
being  reported  in  the  third  quarter.  A  slight  upward  trend  again 
occurred  in  the  last  few  weeks  of  the  year.  There  was  one  death,  a 
female  child  of  7  months,  from  Hood  Green. 

V. HOOPING  COUGH. 

Only  6  cases  were  notified.  This  is  lower  than  each  of  the 
last  five  years.  During  the  year  a  start  was  made  with  an  immunisation 
procedure  against  the  disease.  It  is  similar  to  the  Diphtheria 
immunisation  technique,  and  can  be  carried  out  either  at  the  Clinic  or 
by  the  patient’s  own  Doctor. 

It  is  much  too  early  to  give  any  definite  results  yet,  but  the 
incidence  of  Trooping  Cough  will  be  closely  watched  during  the  next 
year  or  two. 

PNEUMONIA. 

There  were  6  cases  notified  during  the  year,  all  of  which 
were  notified  as  i».cute  Primary  Pneumonia.  There  were  3  deaths. 
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POLIOMYELITIS. 

We  received  two  notifications  of  Acute  Anterior  Polio- 
nyelitis  during  the  year,  one  notified  as  a  paralytic  type,  and  the 
other  as  a  non-paralytic  type.  After  further  investigation,  the  non¬ 
paralytic  case  proved  to  be  negative;  thus  there  was  only  one  case  of 
Poliomyelitis  within  the  district  during  the  period. 


The  paralytic  case  has  made  a  very  good  recovery,  and  I 
understand  that  rehabilitation  is  more  or  less  complete. 


TUBERC JLOSI S. 


During  the  year  10  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified, 

5  of  which  were  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  This  shows  a  slight  increase 
over  the  figures  for  1951*  The  following  table  indicates  the  age  and 
sex  distribution  of  the  cases.

Each  of  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  is  having 
treatment  from  the  Chest  Physician.  Two  cases  have  been  admitted  to 
a  Sanatorium,  one  of  those  having  returned  home  with  the  disease 
quiescent. 


The  important  factor  in  dealing  with  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
is  that  there  should  be  a  close  liaison  between  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  his  counterpart  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  namely, 
the  Chest  Physician.  The  Local  Health  Authority  and  Regional  Hospital 
Board  are  two  separate  sections  of  the  National  Health  Service,  and  on 
all  occasions  there  is  not  that  close  co-operation  between  them  that 
is  desirable.  I  must  mention  that  so  far  as  we  are  concerned  there  is 
the  closest  liaison,  and  I  am  exceedingly  grateful  to  the  Chest 
Physician  for  his  considerable  help  and  advice  on  many  occasions. 

Tuberculosis  is  a  disease  which  thrives  on  overcrowding, 
undernourishment,  poverty,  and  other  farms  of  social  distress.  Probably 
the  only  way  in  which  you,  as  a  Council,  can  play  your  part  is  in  the 
matter  of  housing;  to  give  the  patient  adequate  accommodation.  I 
have,  from  time  to  time,  asked  you  to  consider  cases  which  I  thought 
required  this  special  rehousing,  and  you  have  been  most  helpful  on 
each  of  the  occasions  I  have  asked  for  special  consideration. 

FOOD  FOISONING. 

Other  than  the  outbreak  described  below  there  was  no 
case  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during  the  year.  In  the  Wentworth 
Castle  outbreak,  whilst  we  did  not  come  to  any  definite  conclusion 
about  the  origin,  I  think  it  can  be  considered  to  have  been  organismal. 

I  include  here  my  report  of  that  outbreak.  The  whole  unpleasant 
experience  cleared  up  rapidly  and  completely,  and  there  has  not  been 
any  recurrence  of  any  trouble  since. 

On  Wednesday,  the  1st  October,  about  noon,  I  was 
informed  that  there  had  been  a  small  outbreak  of  Gastro-Enteritis 
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at  Wentworth  Castle  Training  College,  nr,  Barnsley,  There  had  been 
about  twelve  cases  altogether  up  till  then,  and  the  outbreak  had 
commenced  at  approximately  5  Q-,m,  on  the  morning  of  Monday,  the  29th 
September.  The  delay  in  my  receiving  notice  of  this  outbreak  was 
attributed  to  a  breakdown  in  telephonic  communication.  The  telephones 
in  these  Offices  were  out  of  order  for  most  of  Tuesday,  the  30th 
September. 

History  of  the  Outbreak. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  29th  September,  between  the  hours 
of  5  and  8  a.m.  ten  students  and  staff  became  ill,  suffering  from 
sickness,  and  later,  diarrhoea.  They  were  unable  to  attend  their 
studios  and  duties  during  the  day,  and  the  General  Practitioner,  Dr. 

R.  was  called  in  to  deal  with  the  situation.  Dr.  R.  arrived  in  the 
evening  of  the  29th,  and  found  the  patients  recovering  from.  their 
attack,  except  in  one  case,  who  seemed  to  have  displayed  more  severe 
symptoms  than  the  others.  Dr.  R.  took  it  that  there  had  been  some 
intestinal  infections  and  prescribed  treatment,  and  promised  to  return 
the  following  morning.  By  Tuesday  morning,  another  18  cases  had 
occurred,  all  presenting  the  same  picture  of  various  degrees  of  nausea 
or  vomiting,  and  of  abdominal  discomfort  and  diarrhoea.  It  was  then 
that  it  was  decided  that  I  should  'be  called  in  to  investigate  the  out¬ 
break.  is  mentioned  earlier  in  the  report,  I  co-old  not  be  informed 
owing  to  a  breakdown  in  communication  until  Wednesday,  the  1st  October. 

By  Wednesday  morning  another  8  cases  had  occurred,  although  the 
general  picture  of  their  symptoms  was  less  severe  than  the  ones  of 
Monday  and  Tuesday.  Many  of  the  cases  who  had  been  ill  had  recovered, 
and  except  in  two  instances,  recovery  from  the  attack  was  complete  in 
approximately  4/6  hours. 

On  Wednesday  I  visited  the  College,  in  company  with  my  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  W,H.  Owen,  and  there  I  interviewed  the  Principal, 
Miss  J.  Richardson,  and  Miss  Storrar,  the  Domestic  Bursar,  and  obtained 
a  story  of  the  outbreak  from  its  commencement.  I  interviewed  one  or 
two  of  the  persons  who  had  been  victims,  and  I  found  that  each  gave  the 
same  story  of  onset  and  duration  of  the  illness.  A  rather  interesting 
feature  found  cn  investigation  was  that  in  some  cases,  where  the 
students  were  sleeping  two  to  a  room,  the  one  who  became  ill  had  been 
attended  to  by  her  room  companion.  Approximately  18-hours  later  the 
second  student  fell  victim  to  the  same  symptoms.  This  led  me  to  imagine 
that  there  might  be  some  infection,  probably  of  the  dysenteric  type,  in 
this  outbreak.  I  decided  to  bear  this  fact  in  mind  in  further 
investigations. 

Food  Eaten. 

I  made  enquiries  as  to  what  food  had  been  provided  within  24- 
hours  of  the  commencement  of  the  outbreak,  and  this  was  the  information  : 

Sunday,  28th  October,  1932.

The  sausage  meat  used  for  the  sausage  rolls  for  the  evening  meal 
had  been  delivered  on  Friday,  the  26th,  fresh  from  the  Butcher,  and  had 
been  immediately  placed  in  the  refrigerator  until  it  was  used  on  the 
Sunday  afternoon.  The  cold  bacon  eaten  at  lunch-time  had  been  delivered 
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on  Friday,  the  26th,  with  a  fresh  rolled  side  of  bacon  and  gammon,  and 
had  been  immediately  boiled.  After  boiling  it  had  not  been  touched  at 
all,  but  remained  in  the  container  until  cold,  the  container  meanwhile 
being  covered  with  a  lid.  The  first  time  the  bacon  was  touched  was  when 
it  was  removed  from  the  container  and  transferred  to  the  refrigerator, 
where  it  remained  until  Sunday  lunch-time,  when  it  was  removed  for 
slicing  for  the  meal. 

Inspection. 

In  ccnrpany  with  Mr.  Owen  I  visited  the  kitchens  and  made  a 
thorough  inspection  of  the  cooking  utensils,  the  method  of  storing  food 
and  general  arrangements  far  the  preparation  of  food.  I  was  very 
impressed  by  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  place  and  the  obvious 
capabilities  of  those  employed  in  the  kitchen  premises.  I  had  a  talk 
with  those  responsible  for  the  cooking  at  the  time  this  infection 
occurred,  and  both  cooks  were  obviously  well  informed  about  the  need  for 
scrupulous  cleanliness  in  the  kitchen. 

Laboratory  Examinations. 

I  decided  that  I  should  collect  some  material  for  Laboratory 
examination.  Unfortunately,  there  were  no  remains  of  the  meal 
suspected  of  causing  the  trouble;  in  fact  I  could  get  no  material  at  all 
that  would  be  helpful  from  this  point  of  view,  I  left  some  faeces 
bottles  and  arranged  for  a  selected  group  of  persons  who  had  been 
infected  to  give  a  sample  of  faeces.  Those  samples  were  collected 
on  Thursday,  the  2nd  October,  and  taken  to  the  Laboratory  at  the  St. 
Helen's  Hospital,  Barnsley.  It  was  unfortunate  that  each  of  the  patients 
who  had  been  ill  had  been  treated  by  one  of  the  "Sulfa”  group  of  drugs 
which  would,  in  all  probability,  give  a  sterile  stool,  at  least  so  far 
as  organisms  of  the  dysentery  group  were  concerned. 

On  the  morning  of  Friday,  the  3rd,  since  there  wefe  still  the 
odd  cases  appearing,  I  again  visited  the  College,  in  company  with  the 
General  Practitioner,  Dr.  R.  We  visited  those  who  were  sick,  and  at 
my  suggestion  samples  of  blood  were  taken  from  a  selected  group  of 
patients.  Those  samples  of  blood  I  took  to  the  Laboratory  at  the  St. 
Helen's  Hospital,  for  examination. 

Swabs  of  the  nose,  throat,  and  from  the 
finger  of  one  of  the  cooks  were  all  negative. 

Direct  examination  by  film  and  after  culture 
were  negative  to  the  Salmonelle  and 
Shigella  groups.  There  was  no  evidence  of 
metallic  poisoning.

Conclusion, 

On  Saturday,  the  4-th  October,  the  outbreak  had  obviously 
burned  itself  out  and  there  were  no  more  cases.  There  has  been  none 
since.  The  whole  matter  seems  to  have  cleared  up  quite  suddenly.  It 
is  very  difficult  to  make  any  comment  worthwhile  in  connection  with 
this  snail  outbreak.  In  my  opinion  there  must  have  been  some  irritant 
which  was  responsible  for  the  sickness  and  diarrhoea,  but  what  it  was 
we  have  never  been  able  to  find  out.  It  certainly  was  not  very  serious, 
in  that  the  degree  of  indisposition  suffered  by  those  affected  was 
mild  and  quickly  disappeared.  There  is  no  question  of  any  lack  of 
supervision  and  general  organisation  in  the  preparation  of  food  and 
in  food  handling  in  the  College.  I  am  quite  satisfied  that  whatever 
the  cause  of  this  outbreak,  it  had  nothing  to  do  with  carelessness  and 
bad  hygiene  in  the  kitchen  and  amongst  the  kitchen  staff.  I  am  certain, 
also,  that  this  could  not  be  a  dysentery  outbreak,  or  it  would  not 
have  limited  itself  to  38  persons  out  of  178  (resident  and  non¬ 
resident). 
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There  is  the  possibility  that  a  psychological  element  might 
have  been  responsible  far  some  of  the  distress  in  some  cases. 

I  an,  therefore,  unable  to  report  a  very  satisfactory 
termination  to  investigations  in  connection  with  this  outbreak,  but 
a  close  watch  is  being  kept  far  any  possibility  of  a  recurrence  of 
the  trouble. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

I  think  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  evident  that  education  in 
healthy  living  is  almost  essential  if  we  are  to  get  the  best  out  of  all 
our  Welfare  Services.  So  long  as  the  patient  is  aware  that  at  little 
or  no  cost  he  can  receive  treatment  for  any  illness,  it  is  improbable 
that  he  will  exercise  his  mind  very  much  about  the  etiology  of  his 
illness  and  its  prevention.  There  is  less  glamour  about  the  prevention 
of  disease  them  there  is  about  the  curing  of  it,  but  I  think  it  is  true 
that  the  vast  amount  of  illness  which  afflicts  the  people  today  is 
preventable.  Our  pain  interest  must  be  the  prevention  of  ill  health, 
and  the  taking  of  every  opportunity  to  spread  the  knowledge  of  health 
matters  amongst  the  public  generally. 

Simple  acts  of  elementary  hygiene  are  not  practised  by  the 
mass  of  the  people  from  what  I  can  see.  I  take  it  that  the  majority 
of  them  know  about  these  matters,  but  it  has  not  been  pointed  out 
forcible  enough  to  them  that  they  are  important.  I  refer  to  simple 
acts  such  as  washing  hands  before  eating,  washing  after  visiting  the 
toilet,  daily  cleansing  of  the  body  to  clear  off  accumulated 
perspiration  and  grime.  Then  it  is  doubtful  whether  folks  are 
interested  enough  in  what  is  best  for  them  to  eat  and  when  they  should 
eat.  There  appears  to  be  a  great  lack  of  knowledge  on  how  we  should 
make  the  most  of  our  recreations  from  a  health  point  of  view,  and  how 
we  should  make  the  most  of  our  work  from  a  health  point  of  view.  Healthy 
living  must  produce  a  contented  individual.  A  community  living 
healthily,  therefore,  must  be  a  contented  community. 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  within  your  district  to  get  over  to 
the  public  the  current  matters  of  health  education.  These  are  done  by 
posters  and  leaflets,  principally  in  the  Clinics.  School  Medical 
Inspectors  and  Health  Visitors  do  what  they  can  in  the  exercise  of 
their  normal  routine  duties.  I  and  my  staff  are  still  available  to 
help  any  organised  group  of  persons  who  would  care  to  discuss  health 
matters  with  us. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


HOSPITALS. 

All  Hospital  services  are  provided  by  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  admitted  to  the 
Kendray  Hospital,  Barnsley,  or  the  Lodge  Moor  Hospital,  Sheffield; 
other  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Beckett  Hospital,  Barnsley,  or  the 
Sheffield  Hospitals. 

Provision  for  maternity  ca.ses  is  made  at  the  Hallamshire 
Maternity  Home,  Chapeltown,  the  St.  Helen  Hospital,  Barnsley,  or  the 
Jessop  Hospital  for  7/omen,  Sheffield. 

LABORATORY  SERVICES. 

Facilities  of  all  Laboratory  work  are  available  at  the 
Sheffield,  Barnsley  or  Wakefield  Laboratories  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  area  is  covered  by  a  Sub  Depot  at  Penistone,  with  the  main 
Depot  at  Hoyland.  It  is  controlled  by  the  County  Council  through  the 
County  Ambulance  Officer.  The  number  and  type  of  vehicle  available, 
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including  radio  controlled  vehicles,  appear  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
district. 


There  are  reciprocal  arrangements  with  neighbouring  authorities 
to  deal  with  emergency  cases. 

CLINICS. 

There  is  a  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Penistone  which  is  used  by 
part  of  the  Rural  Area,  At  this  Centre,  too,  are  held  periodic 
Ophthalmic  Clinics  and  Speech  Therapy  Clinics, 

In  addition  there  is  a  Centre  at  Cawthorne.  Primarily  it  is 
a  Weighing  Centre,  but  a  Medical  Officer  attends  once  a  month.  This 
service  appears  to  be  appreciated  by  the  Mothers,  as  they  feel  that  there 
is  someone  to  whom  they  can  turn  with  their  problems.  During  the  year 
72  children  attended  the  Clinic,  making  altogether  634  attendances. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

A  subsidiary  Clinic  is  held  at  Weston  House,  High  Street, 
Penistone,  on  the  first  and  third  Thursdays  in  each  month.  The  main 
Clinic  at  46  Church  Street,  Barnsley,  is  available  for  more  detailed 
examinations. 

MORTUARY. 

The  Public  Mortuary  at  Penistone  serves  the  Parishes  adjacent 
to  the  Centre,  whilst  other  Parishes  use  the  Mortuary  at  Dodworth. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

Treatment  is  available  at  Centres  in  Barnsley,  Sheffield  and 
Huddersfield,  particulars  of  which  are  given  below

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

This  very  practical  service  is  still  available  where  required, 
and  is  still  being  used  in  your  district.  The  difficulties  of  operating 
such  a  service  in  a  widely  scattered  Rural  District  are  obvious  because 
of  travelling  difficulties.  Nevertheless,  nearly  1,000  Home  Help  Hours 
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were  provided  in  your  district  during  the  year,  indicating,  as  it  does, 
a  useful  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  those  who  were  unfortunate  enough 
to  have  a  domestic  difficulty  wing  to  illness  or  some  other  disorder. 

HEALTH  VISITING. 

Two  Health  Visitors  operate  within  the  Penistone  Rural  District 
and  Penistone  Urban  District.  A  most  important  factor  in  the  proper  use 
of  those  Health  Visitors  is  that  they  should  be  mobile.  Both  became 
mobile  during  the  year,  one  by  Motor  Cycle,  and  the  other  by  Car. 
Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  of  being  without  transport  for  most  of 
the  year,  those  officers  performed  their  duties  most  conscientiously  and 
efficiently. 

I  do  not  know  whether  or  not  the  public  appreciate  the 
function  of  those  ladies.  To  begin  with  they  are  associated  with  the 
child  welfare  in  the  home  and  in  the  Clinic,  and  they  are  also  the 
liaison  between  the  patient  and  the  Doctor,  between  the  Doctor  and  the 
Hospital,  and  between  those  two  as  a  group  and  the  Local  Health 
Authority.  The  Health  Visitor  is  the  unifying  factor  in  the  whole 
service.  It  is  the  Health  Visitor  who,  knowing  all  the  circumstances  of 
a  home,  can  give  the  necessary  information  to  whichever  section  of  the 
service  is  dealing  with  the  case.  She  ought  to  be  the  confidant  in 
the  home  where  there  is  sickness  or  any  other  domestic  distress. 

It  must  be  emphasised  that  the  Health  Visitor  is  a  very  highly 
qualified  person,  with  special  training  in  Social  Medicine. 

HOME  NURSING. 

Home  Nursing  is  undertaken  by  the  Nurse  at  Crane  Moor  and  by 
the  two  District  Nurse  Midwives  at  Penistone.  During  the  year  they 
made  a  total  of  3*698  visits  to  220  patients,  compared  with  3*214  visits 
to  165  patients  in  1951* 

MID'JIFERY. 

Midwifery  is  provided  by  the  wh ole -time  Midwife  at  Silk stone, 
and  by  the  two  District  Nurse  MLdvdves  at  Penistone.  They  attended 
88  confinements  -  79  as  Midwives  and  9  as  Maternity  Nurses.  Of  these 
88  patients  delivered  at  home,  12  availed  themselves  of  the  use  of 
Gas  and  Air  Analgesia.
